of other customs men after a 
very long wait. There are no

We stopped longer in Auk- 
land, New Zealand, so that I 
was able to take two trips 
about the city. On the wharf, 
as I stood at the rail of the 
ship watching the warping-in 
process, was a crowd of well- 
dressed people, all watching 
for some familiar face to ap¬ 
pear at the rail. I tried to de¬ 
cide the difference between 
them and any group I’d seen 
at Honoolulu or Los Angeles, 
and decided that there was an 
air of rural living about them. 

There was no gaiety in the 
crowd, either. 

Some of the young girls were 
very pretty, and that is the 
case with most of the girls I’ve 
met or seen here in Australia, 
but there was no sparkle, no 
spirit of good time about them. 

Their clothes were of very good 
materials, most of the wahin- 
es wore suits (costumes, as is 
said in the land of the British) 
and there were some fine furs, 
for it was at the end of win¬ 
ter “down under,” but the 
styles were those we were used 
to in the nineties.

The Information contained in these articles 
has been prepared by Robert A. Riddell, acting collector of In¬ 
ternal Revenue for the Sixth District of California.) 

The period for filing Federal 
Income tax returns opened on 
January 3; and returns are now 
due from all individuals who 
are required to make them. 

The filing period continues un¬ 
til March 15, after which date 
all filings will be delinquent, 
and penalties will attach. 

Every individual who is a 
citizen or resident of the Unit¬ 
ed States, who had a gross in¬ 
come in the sum of $600.00 or 
more during the year 1949, 
must file a return. Age of the 
individual has nothing to do 
with his filing liability. The 
fact that a person is under the 
age of 20 does not exempt him 
from filing a return. The in¬ 
dividual whose gross income 
is less than $600.00 is not re¬ 
quired to file a return: but if 
that income is from salary or 
wages from which withhold¬ 
ings have been taken by a" 
employer, it will be to the ad¬ 
vantage of the person to file a 
return, which will serve as a 
claim for refund of the taxes 
collected through the with¬ 
holding plan, which are not 
due because of the size of the 
income. 

Gross Income, in general, is 
defined as all wealth, in mon¬ 
ey or money’s worth, received 
by an individual, with the ex¬ 
ception of return to capital, 
and income expressly exempt 
from taxation by law. Capital 
is for example, the amount 
paid for property which pro¬ 
duces Income: a rental prop¬ 
erty, stocks, or bonds; when 
such property is disposed of, 
the capital is returned to the 
owner; and Its return does not 
constitute gross income. The 
subject of income expressly 
exempt from tax by law will 
be discussed in a later article. 

Gross Income, then. Includes 
any type of compensation for 
personal services; gross profits 
of a business or profession; 
rental income; dividends; in¬ 
terest; and income from many 
other sources. 

There are three types of re¬ 
turns which may be used by 
the taxpayer in reporting his 
income; but only two forms on 
which to make them. They are: 

Form 1040-A. 

Form 1040, used in short 
form. 
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Boy Scouts

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Form 1040, used In long form. 

Form 1040-A is the Em¬ 
ployee’s Optional Return. It 
can be u.sed only if gross in¬ 
come is less than $5,000 and if 
that income consists entirely 
of wages reported on With¬ 
holding Statements issued by 
employers. Not to exceed $100 
of the total income may have 
been derived from wages not 
subject to withholding, or from 
dividends or interest. If total 
salary is more than $.5000, or 
if more than $100 is derived 
from any source other than 
withholding wages. Form 1040- 
A cannot be used. 

In determining to use this 
form, the taxpayer should con¬ 
sider whether or not he is en¬ 
titled to deduct travel away 
from home as an item in ar¬ 
riving at adjusted gross in¬ 
come, and whether or not he 
has non-business deductions, 
such as contributions, medical 
expenses, interest and taxes 
paid, which total more than 
ten per cent of his adjusted 
gross income. 

In using Form 1040-A, the 
taxpayer does not compute his 
tax; he leaves this to the Col¬ 
lector of Internal Revenue. If 
tax is due, the Collector sends 
a bill; if a refund is due, a 
refund check is authorized by 
the collector, and mailed to the 
taxpayer. 

Husband and wife may com¬ 
bine their salaries on a joint 
Form 1040-A if their combined 
income consists solely of 
wages, dividends and interest, 
if not more than $100 of the 
$5000 has not been subjeet to 
withholding. But, because of 
Community Property law in 
California, husband and wife 
are not permitted to file sep¬ 
arate returns on Form 1040-A; 
their return must be joint. It 
should be noted that, if hus¬ 
band and wife together have 
income of more than $500, 
there is no way in which they 
may report on Form 1040-A. 
Some spouses are under the 
misapprehension that each may 
file on his or her own income, 
and use this form; but such 
filing is improper. They must 
file on Form 1040. 


National Boy Scout Week 
will be observed locally and 
nationally next week, from 
Monday, Fob.

"Strengthen Liberty.” 

A “^ood turn” by an un¬ 
identified Briti.sh Boy Scout in 
1909 to an American business¬ 
man who had lost his way in 
a London fog led to the incor¬ 
poration of the Boy Scouts of 
America in Washington, D. C., 
40 years ago next Wednesday. 

The late William D. Boyce, 
Chicago publisher, was so im- 
pre.ssed with the helpfulness 
of the British Boy Scout, who 
declined a tip for the "good 
turn,” that he accompanied the 
Scout to the office of Lord 
Baden -Powell, founder of 
Scouting, learned about the 
program and brought a trunk¬ 
ful of pamphlets to America. 
Later, he incorporated the or¬ 
ganization. 

From very modest begin¬ 
nings, the Boy Scouts of Amer¬ 
ica has grown in four decades 
until now it has an active 
enrollment of more than 2,300,- 
000 boys and adult leaders. 

Since 1910, more than 16,- 
.500,000 American boys and 
men have subscribed to the 
Scout Oath and Law.

Doctor Hits 
Socialization 
Of Medicine 

“Socialized” medicine was 
denounced as a threat to free 
enterprise Tuesday noon by 
Robert G. Freeman, M.D., ra¬ 
diologist of Pasadena. 

Sponsored by the Los Ange¬ 
les County Medical Association, 
Dr. Freeman addressed the Si¬ 
erra Madre Klwanis Club at its 
weekly luncheon and meeting. 

He said that England social¬ 
ized its medical profession, and 
within six months, the further 
nationalization of lawyers and 
other professional men was at¬ 
tempted. 

Dr. Freeman condemned the 
“mass production” techniques 
of English doctors, made neces¬ 
sary by socialization in that 
country. Instances of doctors 
treating as many as 40 patients 
in a few minutes were cited 
by the speaker. 

Compulsory health Insurance 
was described by Dr. Freeman 
as the “first step toward Com¬ 
munism” and a system that 
would cost nearly 10 billion 
dollars a year. 

“Voluntary health plans or 
insurance, however, still leave 
the patient the freedom of 
choice in determining what 
doctor and type of care he 
wants,” he said. 

During the meeting, presided 
over by President Jim Spencer, 
a Board of Directors’ meeting 
was announced for Friday eve¬ 
ning at the home of Felix Glb- 
ian, 69 W. Carter.

A 
trip for night snaek was in 
order. It also was well attend¬ 
ed.

All chimneys and flues must 
be properly screened. There’s no 
allowance for open flame.

City Water Bills 
Compared; Sierra 
Madre Rates Low 

Compared with many other 
cities throughout the United 
States, the cost of water in Si¬ 
erra Madre is low. 

In the January issue of the 
national publication, “Water¬ 
works Engineering,” a break¬ 
down of annual water bills for 
14 principal cities was present¬ 
ed. 

Most expensive bill was no¬ 
ted in San Francisco, where 
30,000 gallons of water (4000 
cubic feet) cost $18.54; next 
was Buffalo, the same amount 
costing $13.20. Chicago boasted 
the lowest city water bill on 
the list with $2.40 for the 4000 
cubic feet. 

City Councilman Herman 
Barter said Sierra Madre would 
fall second from the lowest on 
the list. Edged in between Chi¬ 
cago and Milwaukee ($5.70), 
the Sierra Madre citizens pay 
$4.70 for 3 0,000 gallons of 
water (4000 cubic feet). 

The same relationship exists 
for the next higher volume of 
water—45,000 gallons or 6000 
cubic feet. Milwaukee pays 
$7.05; and Chicago pays $3.60. 
Councilman Barter said that 
amount of water in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre costs $6.50. 

Police Say 
Youths Admit 
City Damag:e 

Partial cure to the city 
“street light problem” was re¬ 
ported this week by the Police 
Department. 

Chief of Police Gordon G. 
McMillan reported that three 
youths were arrested and ad¬ 
mitted shooting out quite a few 
of the city lights—35 dollars 
worth. 

The local boys—two 12 and 
one 15 years of age—were quot¬ 
ed as saying the lights were 
destroyed with BB guns and 
rocks. 

Local policemen and Robert 
Green, Sierra Madre manager 
of the Southern California Edi¬ 
son Company, had been inves¬ 
tigating the street light-break¬ 
ing ‘prank’ for two weeks.
